The  reformist 
Confederation  of  Trade  Unions  of  Chili  declared,  at  the  begin- 
ning of  this  year,  that  it  has  become  convinced  of  the  necessity  of 
uniting  the  trade  union  movement  and  has  begun  to  set  up  unity 
committees. 

In  Brazil,  because  of  mass  pressure,  many  government  trade 
unions  and  even  a number  of  trade  union  confederations  affiliated 
with  the  Ministry  of  Labour  have  severed  their  connections  with 
the  latter  and  have  affiliated  with  the  Trade  Union  Unity  Con- 
gress, called  by  the  revolutionary  General  Confederation  of  Labour 
of  Brazil. 

In  Argentina,  the  leaders  of  the  reformist  General  Confedera- 
tion of  labour  did  not  dare  to  come  out  openly  against  the  amal- 
gamation of  the  three  trade  unions  of  woodworkers  in  Buenos 
Aires,  and  the  establishment  of  a single  union.
